Pages 19-21 fail to support a 
method for ameliorating and/or preventing anv Trvpanosoma infection in a mammal. It would take undue experimentation for one of skill 
in the art to use anv of the claimed fragments or even the full-length polvpeptide to prevent or ameliorate disease caused bv anv 
trvpanosome. The in vitro assav on pages 19-21 does not enable these claims. The prior art (see Tvtler et al Mol. and Biochem. 
Parasitolog. 69 (1995): 9-17, specificallv page 16) has taught that chemotherapy has been the standard treatment of African 
trvpanosomes because thev evade the immune system of the mammalian hosts bv changing their variant surface qlycoproteins which 
make up the surface coat of the bloodstream forms. Accordingly, the use of treatment other than chemotherapeutic agents, such as 
protein, has been highly unpredictable. It would take undue experimentation for one of skill in the art to use any of the claimed 
fragments, or even the full-length polypeptide to prevent or ameliorate disease caused by any trypanosomes. .
